REMARKS 

Claims 1,3, and 5-7 are pending in the application. 
Claims 1 and 5 are amended. 

Claims 2, 4 and 8-20 have been canceled, without prejudice. 

New Claims 21-34 have been added. Support for the new claims can be found 
throughout the specification. For example, support can be found in Paragraphs [0025] to 
[0029] of the Applicant's published application. The Applicant respectfully submits that 
no new matter is being added and respectfully requests entry of new Claims 21-35. 

Claims 1, 3, 5-7, and 21-34 now are pending in the application. 

Reconsideration of the Claims is respectfully requested in light of the above 
amendments and the following remarks. 

As previously stated in Applicant's response submitted on December 8, 2008, 
Watanabe relates to a frequency control signal supplied from a control portion of the 
radio transceiver to a frequency divider of the PLL synthesizer for switching the carrier 
frequency and is limited to an OFF period of the carrier transmitting/receiving period. 
Accordingly, the frequency control signal of Watanabe is not a modulation signal and is 
not received during a modulation state. 

With regard to Caims, the TXIF signal is used to provide "fine" control over the 
transmit frequency of the synthesizer 300. Thus, the TXIF signal is not a modulation 
signal. Also, the DATA, CLOCK, and STROB133 of Caims are used to control the 
synthesizer 300. Caims, Col. 13, lines 54-63. According, none of the DATA, CLOCK, 
and STROB133 of Caims appears to provide a modulation signal as claimed in Claim 1 . 

Thus, the Applicant respectfully submits that both Watanabe and Caims 
(individually or any motivated combination thereof) fail to describe, teach or suggest a 
digital synthesizer driven phase locked loop receiving a modulation signal in a 
modulating state. The Applicant also is submitting new claims to clarify further this 
distinction. 

The Applicant asserts that Claims 1, 3, 5-7, and 21-34 in the Application are in 
condition for allowance, and respectfully requests allowance of such Claims.
